means, right, or title whatfoever; to be had, holden, and 
enjoyed, to and to the ufe of the faid Villiam earl of Derby and 
Elizabeth his wife, and the heirs of the faid William, for ever, 
of his faid Miajefty, his heirs and fucceffors, as of the manor 
of ealt Greenwich in Kent, by fealty only, in free and common 
foccage, and not in chief, or by knight fervice, at and under the 
yearly rent of one hundred and one pounds, fifteen fhillings, and 
eleven pence, of lawful money of England, to be paid at the re- 
ceipt of his Majefty’s exchequer at Wefiminfler, at the fealtt of 
Saint Michael the Archangel, and the annunciation of the bleffed 
Virgin Alary, by equal portions, in lieu of all other rents, 
fervices, exactions, and demands whatfoever, and it was agreed, 
that the faid 7Vil/4iam earl of Deroy and EFiizabeth his wife, and 
the heirs of the faid /¥z/liam, fhou!ld yearly and every year pay, 
or caule to be paid, the feveral fums therein mentioned, due and 
iffuing outof the premifies, and amounting in the whole to the 
fum of twenty pounds, feventeen fhillings, yearly ; and thereof 
fhould acquit, difcharge, and fave harmlefs, his faid Majefty, 
his heirs, and fucceffors: and whereas by an a¢t of parliament 
made inthe eighth year of the reign of his faid late majefty 
King James the Firft, intituled, Zn a& for the affuring and efta- 
blifhing of the Idle of Man, in order to continue the faid ifland, ca- 
file, pele, and lordfhip of Man, with their rights, members, and 
appurtenances, in the name and blood of the faid William earl of 
Derby, it was enacted, that the faid /¥//7am earl of Derby and 
Elizabeth his wife, tor and during their lives, and the longer 
liver of them, and after their deaths the faid Jarnes lord Star- 
ley, and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, and after 
his death without fuch iffue, Robert Stanley fecond fon of the 
faid earl, and the heirs males of his body lawfully begotten, and 
after his death without fuch iffue, the heirs males of the body 
of the faid Wiliam earl of Derby lawfully begotten, and for de- 
fault of fuch iffue, the right heirs of the faid “Fames lord Stan- 
ley, fhould and might for ever thereafter have, hold, and quietly 
enjoy, freely and clearly, again({t his faid Majefty, his heirs and 
fucceffors (by the tenures, rents, and fervices, therein after 
mentioned to be referved) againit Thomas lord Elle/mere lord 
chancellor of England and Alice countefs of Derby his wife, late 
the wife of Ferdinando earl of Derby deceafed, and againft Henry 
earl of Huntingdon and Elizgbeth his wife, Gray lord Chaudoys and 
Anne his wife, Sir Jobn Egerton knight fon and heir apparent of 
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the faid Tbomas lord Elle/mere and Frances his wife, and the heirs 
of the faid Elizabeth, Anne, and Frances, who were the only 
daughters and fole heirs of the faid Ferdinando late earl of Der- 
by, and to whom and their hufbands the faid William earl of 
Derby had paid divers fums of money for their claim, right, and 
title, to the faid ifle, caftle, pele, and lordthip of Man, as ap- 
peared by their deed, bearing date the fourteenth day of Febru- 
ary in the fixth year of his faid Majetty’s reign, whereby they had 
agreed to give their confents for the palling of an act of parlia- 
ment, for the giving and extinguifhing of fuch theirright, title, and 
intereft, and againft the heirs of the faid Ferdinando late earl of 
Derby, and againt Thomas Ireland efquire, his executors, ad- 
miniftrators, and affigns, all the faid ifle, caftle, pele, and 
lordthip of Aan, with the rights, members, and appurte- 
mances, and all the then or late monaftery and priory of Ru/bing 
and Douglas, and the fryers minors commonly called The grey 
fryers of Brymaken, otherwife Bymaken, with théir rights, mem- 
bers, and appurtenances, and the rectories and churches of 
Kirkecrifie in Shelding and Kirkelovan, with their appurtenances, 
and the patronage of the bifhoprick and bifhopricks aforefaid, 
and all other the hereditaments whatfoever granted by his faid 
Miajeity by his faid feveral letters patent, the one bearing date 
the feventh day of July in the feventh year of his faid Majefty’s 
reign, and the other bearing date the Econd day of Aay in the 
eighth year of his faid Majefty’s reign, which laft mentioned 
letters patent were made and granted during the then feffion of 
parliament: and it was further enacted, That neither the faid 
lord Stanley, nor the faid Robert Stanley, nor any of the heirs 
males of their bodies refpectively nor any of the heirs 
males of the body of the faid William earl of Derby, thould 
have any power to alien, fell, or convey, the faid ifle, caftle, 
pele, and lordthip of Afan, and other the premiffes, or any 
part of them, from his or their iffue, or other perfons appoint- 
ed by the faid act to enjoy the fame, but that the fame fhould 
remain and continue as by the faid act is appointed; and that 
all gifts, grants, alienations, bargains, fales, conveyances, af- 
furances, and acts done or to be done to the contrary (except as 
therein is excepted) fhould be utterly void, and of none effect - 
and it was further cnacted, That neither the faid act, nor any 
thing therein contained, fhould extend or be conftrued to avoid, 
fruftrate, abridge, impair, diminifh, or prejudice, the ftate, 
intere(t and term of years of Sir Thomas Leigh knight, and Tho- 
mas Spencer e{quire, their executors, adminiftrators, and affigns, 
of the meffuage, lands, tenements, tithes, profits, hereditaments, 
and other things in the faid ifle of Aan, granted by the faid 
letters patent, bearing date the feventeenth day of March in the 
third year of his faid Majeft s reign, for the term of forty years; 
and that they and every of them fhould and might peaceably 
and quietly, during the faidterm, have, hold, occupy and en- 
joy, the fame, upon fuch yearly rents, refervations, covenants, 
rovifoes, and agreements, as were mentioncd and expreffed in 
the faid letters patent; faving to the archbifhop of York _* 
uç- 
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fucceffors, all metropolitical jurifdiction in all points, and to all 


purpofes of the bifhopricks and. diocefe of AZan in the faid ifle 


of Afan, as is given, united, limited, and appointed, to the 
province and archbifhoprick of York, by the faid act of parlia- 
ment made in the three and thirtieth year of the reign of the 
faid King Henry the Eighth: and whereas his late majefty King 
Charles the Second by his letters patent, bearing date at efi- 
minfier, the twelfth day of February in the nineteenth year of 








his ~ did give and grant unto Charles earl of Deréy (íon and. 


heir of the faid James lord Stanley afterwards earl of Derby de- 
ceafed)' all and all manner of mines royal of gold or filver, or 
holding gold or filver to fuch a proportion as, according to the 
laws of England, doth make the fame a mine royal, fituate, ly- 
ing, and being, in the ifle of Afan, whether the fame be opened 
or not opened; to be had and holded unto the faid Charles earl 
of Derby, and to the heirs males of his body lawfully begotten, 
at and under the yearly rentand payment therein contained and 
expreffed ; which faid grant, upon the failure of heirs male of 
the body of the faid Charles earl of Derby by the death of James 
late earl of Derby, which happened on or about the firft day of 
February,inthe year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and 
thirty five, expired, and the right of the faid mines royal re- 
vetted in his then majefity King George the Second, his heirs and 
fucceffors : and whereas in and by one other aét of parliament, 
made in the twelfth year of the reign of his late majefty King 
George the Fir ft, intituled, An ać? for the improvement of h 
jefty’s revenues of cufloms, excife, and inland duties, after laying 
feveral reftrictions upon the fraudulent trade then carried on be- 
tween Great Britain and the faid Jfle of Adan, it was (for the 
better enabling his Majeity to prevent the faid frauds and abufes) 
enacted, T hatit fhould and might be lawful to and for the com- 
miffioners of his Majeity’s treafury then or for the time being, 
or any three or more of them, or the ord high treafurer for the 
time being, on the behalf of his Majefty, his heirs and fuccef- 
fors, and alfo to and for the right honourable James earl of 
Derby, his tenants, or affligns, the right honourable ‘¥o42 lord 
Mfhburnham for and on behalf of his daughter Henrietta Bridget 
Afbhburnham an infant, Bryan Fairfax eiquire, truftee for the faid 
infant, or the furvivor of them, and all or any other perfon or 
perfons claiming or to claim by, from, or under, the faid earl, 
or any of his anceftors, to treat, contract, and agree for the 
abfolute purchafe or fale, releafe or furrender to or for the ufe 
of his Majefty, his heirs and fuccefiors, of all or any eftate, 
right, title, or intereft, which he the faid earl, his tenants, the 
faid Henrietta Bridget Afhburnham, or tuch other perfon or per- 
fons then had or claimed, or could or might have or claim, in 
or to the faid ifland or lordfhip of Afan, or in or to all or any 
regalities, powers, honours, fuperiorities, jurifdictions, rights, 
privileges, duties, cuftamis, revenues, profits, or other advan- 
tages whatfoever, in, over, or about the faid ifland of Adan, 
or its dependencies, for fuch fum or fums cf money, or upon 
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fuch other terms or conditions, as they fhould think fitting; and 
that upon the executing of fuch contracts or agreements by or 
on the behalf of the faid earl, his tenants, the faid Henrietta 
Bridget Ajhburnham, or fuch other perfon of perfons claiming or 
to claim under him, or any of his anceftors as aforefaid, or upon 
executing fuch other conveyances, aflignments, releafes, or fur- 
renders, as in fuch contract of contracts fhould be agreed on 
for that purpofe, it fhould and might be lawful to and for the 
faid commiflioners of the treafury then or for the time being, or 
any three or more of them, of the lord high treafufer for the 
time being, and they were thereby impowered, by and out of 
any monies arifen or to arife to his Majefty, his heirs, or fuc- 
cetfors, of or for any cuftoms, fubfidies, impofitions, or othet 
duties, upon the importation or exportation of any goods or 
merchandizes whatfoever, already granted or payable, or there- 
after to be granted or payable to his Majefty, his heirs or fuc- 
cefflors, in Great Britain, Wales, or Berwick upon Tweed, to or- 
det and direct the payment of fuch fum or fums of money, from 
time to time, as fhould be fo contracted or agreed on he fuch 
purchafe or purchafes, to fuch perfon or perfons as, according 

to the terms of fuch contracts or agreements, fhould be intitled 

to have and receive the fame: and whereas the moft noble James 

late duke of tholl, as right heir of the faid “fumes lord Stanley, 

on failure of heirs male of the body of the faid William earl of 

Derby by the death of the faid ‘James late earl of Derby, became 

feifed to him and his heirs of the faid ifland, caftle, pele, and 

lord(hip of Aan, and all other the premiffes aforefaid, except 

the mines royal fo revefted in the crown as aforefaid; and by a 

certain indenture or deed of feoffment, with livery of feilin there- 

on indorfed, bearing date the fourteenth day of November in the 

year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and thirty feven, 

and made, or mentioned to be made, between the faid late duke 

of Atholl of the one part, the right honourable Sohn late ear! of 

Dunmore, and the right honourable illiam now lord Mansfield, 

by the name and defcription of the honourable /V:lliam Murray 

ot Lincoln's inn London elquire, and Jobn Murray of the city of 

Edinburgh efquire (fince deceafed) of the other part, the faid 

James duke of Atholl did grant, bargain, fell, alien, enfeoff, and 

confirm unto the faid Sohn earl of Dunmore, and William now 

lord Mansfield, and John Murray, all the faid ifland, caftle, pele, 

and lordfhip of Man, and all other the premiffes therein and 

herein more particularly mentioned and defcribed, except as 

before excepted; to be had and holden to the faid Fobn earl of 

Dunmore, TViliam now lord Mansfield, and Fohn Murray, their 

heirs and affigns for ever, upon the trufts, and to and for the 

intents and purpofes, therein mentioned and declared, of and 

concerning the fame; in which faid indenture or deed of feof 

ment a power was referved to the faid James duke of Atholl, by 

any deed or deeds, or by his laft will and teftament, executed 

and attefted as is therein mentioned, to revoke and make void all 

and every or any of the faid trufts, directions, declarations, and 

agree- 
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agreements, and to declare, limit, or appoint, any farther, 
other, or different trufts, ufes, or directions thereof, or of fo 


much thereof as fhould be fo revoked and made void, with or - 


without power of revocation, as to the faid duke fhould feem 
proper: and whereas by indenture bearing date the fourth dav 
of Aay, one thoufand teven hundred and forty eight, and ex- 
preifed to be made between the iame parties as are parties to the 
laft recited indenture, the faid “fames duke of Atholl, in purfu- 
ance of the powers in him veled, did revoke and make void 
all and every the faid trufts, directions, declarations, and agree- 
ments, contained in the faid recited indenture or deed of feoff- 
ment of the fourteenth day of Nevember, one thoufand feven 
hundred and thirty feven, of and concerning the faid ifland, caf- 
tle, pele and lordfhip of Maa, and all other the premiffes; and 
did direct, limit, and appoint, that the taid ‘~¥chy earl of Dun- 
tore, William now lord Adansfied, and Febu Adurray, and their 
heirs and affigns, fhould ftand feifed of the premiifes upon 
fuch other truits, and to and for fuch intents and purpofes, as 
therein are mentioned and declared of and concerning the fame; 
in which faid indenture was alfo referved to the faid duke of 
Atholl, a like power of revocation, with authority to deciare, limit, 
or appoint, any farther, other, or different trufts or directions of 
the fame, or any part thereof, with or without power of revocation, 
as to him fhould feem proper: and whereas by oneother indenture 
or deed of feoffment, with livery of feifin thereon indoried, bearing 
date the fixth day of pril, ìn the year of our Lord one thou- 
fand feven hundred and fifty ix, and made, or mentioned to be 
made, between the faid Farnes duke ot Atřsilof the firit part; the 
faid iliam now lord Adansfields by the name and defcription of 
the honourable /Viilam Adurray ot Lincoln's Din in the county of 
Afiddlefjex etquire his Miajeity’s attorney general, of the fecond 
part, and the moft noble srchibald late duke of dreyle, the right 
honourable David lord vitcount Sterment, and Jokan Sharbe of 
Lincoln’s Inn in the county of Mliadlefax eiquire, tince deceafed, 
of the third part; reciting (amongit other recitals therein con- 
tained) that propofals had, trom time to time, been made to 
the faid James duke of 4tho/l on the part of the King’s majefty 
that then was, in order to purchafe of the faid duke of Athol! 
the faid ifle and territories of AMan, and other the hereditaments 
and premiffes therein mentioned; and that the faid duke, though 
reluctant to alien fo honourable a principality from his family, 
had always been ready to fubmit to his Majeity’s will and plea- 
fure therein, who had never propofed to purchafe but upon pay- 
ing a full and adequate confideration tor the fame; but that it 
was uncertain whether any fuch fale would be made of the faid 
ifle, hereditaments and premifles, in the life-time of the faid 
duke of 4the//; and that therefore he the faid duke was minded 
and defirous that the fame fhould be fettled, affured and con- 
veyed, upon fuch trufts, and to and for fuch intents and pur- 
pofes, as therein and herein after age cxpretied ; the faid Jarres 
duke of Atholl, in purfuance of the powers referved to him by 
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the faid laft-mentioned indenture, and of all other powers to 
him given in that behalf, did revoke and make void all and every 
the trufts, declarations and agreements, in the faid indenture 
contained concerning the faid ifle, caftle, pele, lordfhip and 
territories of Man, and all other the premiffes as aforefaid ; and 
further the faid Fames duke of Atholl, and alfo the faid William 
now lord Mansfield, by the direction and appointment of the 
faid duke, did grant, bargain, fell, alien, infeoff and confirm, 
unto the faid Ærchibald duke of Argyle, David lord vifcount of 
Stormont, and Jobn Sharpe efquire, the faid ifle, caftle, pele, 
lordthip and territories of AMan, with the rights, royalties, 
members, dependencies, jurifdictions and appurtenances there- 
of, or thereunto belonging, and all and fingular other the here- 
ditaments and premiffes aforefaid, to be had and holden unto 
the faid Archibald duke of Argyle, David lord vilcount of Stor- 
mont, and Jobn Sharpe, their heirs and affigns for ever, of our 
fovereign lord the King, his heirs and fucceffors, by the rents, 
tenures, fuits and fervices, by which the faid James duke of 
Atholl, and William now lord Mansfield, or either of them, then 
held the fame; upon truft (among other things) after the de- 
ceafe of the faid James duke of A4holl, that they the faid Žr- 
chibald duke of Argyle, David lord vilcount of Stormont and John 
Sharpe, and the furvivors of them, their nominees and affigns, 
fhould, at any time thereafter, with the confent and approba- 
tion of the perfon or perfons who, after the death of the faid 
Fames duke of Atholl, thould, by virtue of the trufts therein ex- 
prefied, be, from time to time, intitled to the actual receipt of 
the rents, revenues and profits, of the faid ifle and premifies 
(fuch perfon and perfons being then of the age of twenty one 
years) feil and convey, or releafe and furrender the faid ifle, 
caitle, pele, lordfhip and territories of Man, and other the trufted 
premifies (whereof no appointment fhould have been made by 
the faid Jobn duke of Atholl in his life-time, purfuant te a power 
to him therein referved and mentioned untothe King’s majetty, 
his heirs or fucceffors, for fuch price in ready money as they 
could reafonably get, and fhould judge to be a proper equivalent 
and adequate confideration for the fame; and fhould, with fuch 
confent and approbation as aforefaid, lay out and inveft the mo- 
ney to arife by the fale and difpofition thereof, in the purchafe 
of lands of inheritance in that part of Great Britain called Scor- 
land; and after fuch purchafe or purchafes made, fhould conve a 
fettle and entail the lands foto be purchafed, with all the proper 
prohibitive, irritant and refolutive claufes, fo as the fame might 
be effectually limited and unalienably intailed, as far as the rules 
of the law of Scotland would permit, to, upon and for, fuch 
perfons, ufes, intents and purpofes, as are therein declared con- 
cerning the fame; that is to fay, to the heirs male of the body 
of the faid armes duke of Atholl, remainder to the heirs female 
of the body of the faid James duke of Athol] (the eldett heir fe- 
male always fucceeding without divifion, and excludin heirs 
portioners ) remainder to the moft noble Jobn now duke of Athoil, 
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by the name and defcription of John Murray of Strowan in 
Scotland e{quire, nephew of the faid Fames duke of Atholl, and 
hufband df the right honourable the lady Charlotte Murray, the 
only daughter then living of the faid Fames duke of Atholl (now 
dutchefs of Atholl and baronefs Strange) and the heirs male of 
his body, with like remainders to James and George Murray e- 
fquires, brothers of the faid Jobn now duke of Atholl, fuccef- 
fively, and the heirs male of their refpective bodies, with divers 
other remainders over in tail male, remainder to the heirs and 
affigns of the faid James duke of Atholl whatfoever, with power 
to the truftees (with the confent of the perfon or perfons who 
would have been intitled to the receipt of the rents and profits 
of the premiffes, in cafe there had been no fale) to place out 
the money sce by fuch fale on real fecurities in Scotland, or in 
any other part of Great Britain, or in the purchafe of ftocks in 
the publick companies, or in the publick funds, or upon go- 
vernment fecurities, and to call in and place out the fame again 
upon new or other fecurities of the like nature, the yearly inte- 
reft and dividends whereof fhould be paid to fuch perfon or per- 
fons as, for the time being, would be intitled to be in the ac- 
tual receipt of the rents and profits of the lands thereby di- 
rected to be purchafed in Scotland, in cafe the fame had been 
fo purchafed, fettled and entailed as aforefaid; and with power 
alfo to the furviving truftees, in cafe of the death of any of 
them, to re-enfeoff other truftees to the fame ufes; and like- 
wife with power to the faid James duke of Atholl, by deed or 
will to be by him executed, and attefted as therein mentioned, 
to revoke or alter all or any the ufes and trufts therein expreffed, 
of or concerning the premiffies, or any part thereof, and to li- 
mit and appoint any new and further ufes and directions there- 
of, as to him fhould feem meet: and whereas by a certain other 
indenture or deed of feoffment, with livery and feifin thereon 
endorfed, bearing date on or about the twenty firft day of No- 
vember, which was in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven 
hundred and fixty one, and made, or mentioned to be made, 
between the laid James duke of Athell of the firft part, the faid 
David lord vifcount Stormont of the fecond part, the faid Fohz 
now duke of Atholl of the third part, Jobn Wood efquire gover- 
nor and commander in chief of the faid ile of Afan of the fourth 
part, Sir Charles Frederick knight of the: moft honourable order 
of the Bath, and Edmund Hoskins of Lincoln’s Inn in the county 
of Middlefex efquire, of the fifth part, and the right honourable 
George earl of Aberdeen of the fixth part, reciting, that the faid 
Archibald duke of Argyle and Jobn Sharpe, were both dead, and 
that feveral propofals had been made to the faid James duke of 
Atholl forthe purchafe of the feveral rectories;: impropriations, 
and tythes,“within the faid ifle, part of the trufted premiffes ; 
and that to facilitate the fale thereof, he was determined to re- 
voke all the trufts of the faid rectories, iinpropriations and tythes, 
declared by the faid laft recited indenture or deed of feoffment ; 
and further reciting, that the faid David lord vifcount Stormont 
A om had, 
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had, with the privity and approbation of the faid James duke of 
Atholl, nominated the faid Sir Charles Frederick and Edmund 
Hoskins, to fupply the place of the faid Archibald duke of Argyle 
and Jobn Sharpe, in the execution of fuch of the truffs in_the 
faid laft recited indenture as were not revoked, or intended fo to 
be by the faid indenture, he the faid James duke of Atholl did 
revoke, determine and make void, all the trufts before declared 
concerning the faid rectories, impropriations and tythes; and 
the faid Fames duke of Atholl, and the faid David lord vifcount 
Stormont by his direction and appointment, did grant and enfeofft 
the fame to the faid Jobn now duke of tholl, upon the trufts 
therein mentioned : and as concerning the faid ifle, lordfhip and 
territory of Aan, and all other the premiffes (other than the faid 
rectories, impropriations and tythes) the faid James duke of 
Atholl, and the faid David lord vifcount Stormont by his direc- 
tion and appointment, did grant and enfeotf the fame to the faid 
John Vood, his heirs and affigns, to the intent that he and they 
fhould re-enfeoff the fame to the faid David lord vifceunt Stor- 
mont, Sir Charles Frederick and Edmund Hoskins, their heirs and 
aligns, upon the trufts, and for the intents and purpofes, and 
under the limitations in the faid laft recited indenture or deed of 
feoffment, of the fixth day of pril one thoufand feven hundred 
and fifty fix, declared concerning the fame; in which faid in- 
denture was alfo contained a further power of revocation: and 
whereas the faid Jobn /¥o0d did, by a certain deed poll by him 
duly executed, bearing date the eighth day of July one thoufand 
feven hundred and fixty two, re-enfeoff accordingly the faid 
ifle, caftle, pele and lordthip, and other the premifies laft men- 
tioned, unto the faid David lord vifcount Stormont, Sir Charles 
Frederick and Edmund Hoskins, and their heirs : and whereas the 
faid James duke of Atholl departed this life on or about the eighth 
day of Fanuary in the year one thoufand feven hundred and fixty 
four, without revoking or altering the faid laft recited indenture 
of feoffment, leaving the faid Charlotte (wife of the faid Jobn 
now duke of Atholl) now dutchefs of 4tho// and baronefs Strange, 
his daughter and only child; and thereupon they the faid now 
duke and duchefs of Abol] became intitled to the faid ifle, caftle, 
pele and territories of 4an, and other the hereditaments and 
premifies (the faid rectories, impropriations and tythes except- 
ed) under and by virtue of the faid recited indentures of feoff- 
ment, and according to the eftate and intereft thereby limited 
to them refpectively therein : and whereas a treaty having been 
fet on foot between the right honourable the commiffioners of 
his Majefty’s treafury and the faid Jobn duke of Atholl and Char- 
lotte dutchefs of Athol! and baronefs Strange his wife; far the fale 
of their eftate and intereft in the faid ifland and premiffes, or fuch 
part thereof as fhould be found expedient to veft in his Maje- 
{ty for the publick fervice, they the faid duke and dutchefs did, 
in their letter bearing date the twenty feventh day of February 
one thoufand feven hundred and fixty five, and addreffed to 
their lordfhips, inclofe an abftract of the clear revenue of the 
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ifle of Man for ten years, from the year one thoufand feven hun- 
pred and fifty four, to the year one thoufand feven hundred and 
.fixty three, both inclufive (a copy whereof is contained in the 
fchedule annexed to this act) and did declare that they were 
ready, if it fhould be deemed neceffary for the publick fervice, 
to part with all their rights held under the feveral grants of the 
tfle of Alan; but apprehended, that the refervation of their

An acl for repealing feveral laws relating to the manufacture 
of weollen cloth in the county of York, and alfo fo much 
of feveral otber laws as prefcribes particular ftandards of 
width and length of fuch woollen cloths , and for futft:tut- 
ing other regulations of the cloth trade «within the weft 
riding of the faid county, for preventing frauas in certifying 
the contents of the cloth, and for preferving the credit of 
the faid manufacture at foreign markets, 

HEREAS an að was made in the feventh year cf the reign 

of her late majefty Queen Anne, iniit td, An aét ror the 


better afccrtaining the lengths and breadths of the woollen cloth 
made 
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made in the county of York-: and whereas another aé of parlia- 
ment was made and paffed in the eleventh year of the reign sf bis late 
majefly King George the Firf?, intituled, An act for the better re- 
gulating the manufacture of cloth in the weft riding of the coun- 
ty of York : and whereas ansther a& of parliament wis made and 
paffed in the feventh year of the reign of his Yate niajety King George 
the Second, intitulced, An aét to explain. and amend an a& pafied 
in the eleventh year of the reign of his late majefty King Gecrge 
the Firft intituled, Anac? for the better regulating the manufacture 
ef cloth in the weft riding of the county of York: and where- 
as another cél of parliament was made and paffed in the fourteenth 
year of the reizn of bis late majefly King George the Seccnd, intitul- 
ed, An act for continuing an act paffed in the feventh year 
of the reign of his prefent Majefty, Yo explain and amend a 
former aĉ? peffed tin the eleventh year of the reign of his late ma- 
jety King George the Firft, for the better regulating the manu- 
facture of cloth in the weft riding of the county of York, and for 
making the faid acts more effectual; which faid feveral acts of 
parliament, notwithfianding the many good provuifions and directions 
therein contained, haveneverthele/s been found by experience not to be 
effectual for the preventing the frauds, abufes, and decetts, which 
are frequently ufed and praétifed in the manufaéture of woollen cloth 
within the weft riding of the faid county of York, particularly in the 
unreafonable firetching and ftraining the faid cloths 3 which ill prac- 
tices tend very much to the debafing, undervaluing, and dif- 
crediting of the faid manufacture, both at home and in foreign 
parts beyond the feas, where great part thereof hath been ulu- 
ally vended ; be it therefore enacted, bythe King’s moft excel- 
lent majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords 
fpiritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent parlia- 
ment afiembled, and by the authority of the fame, That the 
faid feveral recited acts of parliament of the eleventh year of his 
kate majefty King George the Firft, and of the feventh and four- 
teenth years of his late majefty King George the Second, and 
every claufe, matter, and thing, therein relfpectively contained, 
and fo much of all and every other act or acts heretofore made.
